1943, he founded ana edited 
the pro->Uaxi weekly ”a£ Orsxug.'* beocribea as "a creature oi r<!b;Coi:.R 
and aNTaL" (two principal political agents ol the Geraians in tiungary) , 
his task, was tu aostroy pro-*inirtrican or pro-British sywpathios in the

According to 
his own statsDoats, the British and rrcuch havu offered VaUTa aasign-> 
Mats in the "i/uropa Union," an organiiatiou spo:^8oroQ by those two 
countries, but he clai s to have refused the offers*
